THU MISSION Tin-; i.NDIA.NS. 

The Indians iu this tiittcrcd district are 
"the wildest red men in this Province"; 
but they are friendly to the whites, thanks 
to the 61 io 8 ion Fathers who are indefati 
gable toilers in the vineyard of tho Lord. 
What those men suilor and ciulure for sake 
of the savage is idmost incredible. At- 
tending sick calls in a palish the size of 
Ireland is no child's ]'Iay. When on(! of 
the fathers in the month of .Vnril or .May 
attpnds a callby the Columbia lakes, or in 
someplace aaore remote, ho carries with 
bim' a few pounds of potatoes, and plants 
three of four in each place whore ho may 
hope to find a dinner in llllrve^t when he 
returns on the i)ath of duly. L'i.-h-hooks 
and lines are very u-etiil to thf se men: 
tlioy are often CDUiiHlletl to fish fur a din- 
ner, ami hud it or fast. When they re- 
turn to tho Mission it is not to best but to 
•work. Pioking.potatoea, cooking, plough- 
. ing. They are the only men- I over 
saw one who could enjoy the 
pleasure imnluced by working eighteen 
Hours a day. Tboir influence over the 
Indian tribes is not nt all sur|)risnig. I 
attended mass on the 2iid of November, .Vll 
Soul's day. In tho coiiire of tlu! chapel 
there. was- on empty colhu eovin il with 
black cloth, and decorated with a white 
cross; twenty candles were ligbtiid and 
placed round the coQin, and outhi.lo this 
circle the Indians oa their knees prayed 
with the jiri'fst for the .'-ouls of the (h'ad. 
Mass over, the whole trilic;;, njuh' and fe- 
male. foUov,-. ,! tlic jinr^t to th- gi-avi-- 
j-ard. Jle wu-^ pre.', lit,! by the- ehnf 
hearing a eni, ili.\, and two Indian bovs 
bearing lighted candles. They morched 
all round the graves hinging the litani>.>s,

guage, but it electrified in.'. T fidlowcl 
tho i^roeession f(j see tin' sport, and In 
laugh at the performance, hut when I
